Mr. Scott is now in: the city making 
arrangements for the shipment of his 
pack horses, about 20 of which, will-be 
used in the train. It will be used to 
pack the supplies required by the coal 
company which is carrying on develop- 
ment work on an extensive scale this 
summer.

Brazeau branch should be completed 
through to our property at mile 56, 
by next December”. said Mr. Scott at 
the Yale holel this morning, ‘At pre- 
sent there are between 300 and 350

Destroys Hundreds of Thousands of 
Dollars Worth of Property, Para- 
lyzes Telegraphic Service, and De- 
prives Winnipeg Street Railway of 
Water Supply

Winnipeg, Man., May 11.—(Special to the Capital) j 

A tornado of proportions unparalleled in western Canada swept 
over the western portion of Manitoba and Eastern Saskatchewaw 
utterly demoralizing the telegraphic services of all the companies 
operating in that district, and destroying hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of property and cutting of the power supply for the 
Winnipeg street railway company. For miles along both. main lines 
of the Cc. P. R. the telegraph poles have been blown down, towns 
and statione destroyed or partially destroyed. East of Winnipeg 
the damage is not yet known, but the telegraphic service has been 
cut. off and there is only an intermittant communication with On- 
tario and easern points. 

The damage to property and the loss of life has not been esti- 
mated accurately, but will amount well into the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, In Winnipeg, in addition to cutting off the power 
for the street car system, a small amount of damage was done on 
the outskirts of the city. The storm cenire seems to be located in 
the neighborhood of Portage la Prairie, where the greatest amount 
of damage has been done, so far as reports received here state, 
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Accompanying the high wind which started at an early hour. . 


this morning was a sleet and rain storm of proportions that has never 
before been. seen at this time of the year. Such wires of the tele- 


graphic companies as were not blown from the poles broke from 


the weight of sleet and ice that accumulated.on them. 
A swarm of linemen are working on that portion of the Hne 


over which the storm has passed and are rebuilding it as quickly as, 
| Possible, but the C. P. R. authorities here state that it will be several 
| days before a perfect service will be restord. 


Th lightening during the storm was so heavy that it burnt 
out nearly all the feeders in the substation of the Winnipeg Elec- 
tric company, and the power routes absolutely destroyed. ‘ 

Fourteen miles east of here the power station of the Winnipeg 
Electric company was struck by lightening and demolished, A ape- 
cial train of eighteen cars carrying electrical workers and laborers 
has been sent to the scene of the disaster to rebuild the plant. In the 
meantime a small service is being given by the car company = by 
means of a steam plant which has been pressed into service at an 
immense cost. The damage which was the immediate cause of the 
cutting off of the power for the car service was due to the destruc- 
tion of the transmission cable at Douglas, Manitoba. 

The worst of the storm had passed by 10:30, sweeping to the 
east into Ontario. Communication with Port Arthur and Fort 
William has been cut off, but it is stated by the authorities here 
gh lines to the head of the lakes will be restored by one 
o'clock. 

Agricultural experts state that the rain which accompanied the 
storm will do good to the crops in many portion of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. The rain fall was 2.6 in.

It has 
a ratio of Silica to Alumina and iron of about 2 1-2 to 1;

Coal suitable for burning cement is being opened 36 
miles South of the proposed mill site on the Pacific Pass 
branch of the G. T. P. and can be laid down at the mill at 
$2.50 per ton or less. This is a first-class bituminous coal, high 
in volatile and carbon and very low in ash, very good for 
burning cement. 

Steam power for, operating the mill could be produced 
with the above coal at a cost of 3-4c per H. P. hr. 

Shipping facilities are excellent. The main lines of both 
the G. T. P. and C. N. R. run through the proposed mill site 
approaching at this point within 200 feet of each other. Six 
miles East is the junction of the Pacific Pass branch running 
South which will connect with the Alberta Central. At four- 
teen miles East is the City of Edson, the gateway to the 
Peace River country. The City of Edmonton is 127 miles 
East by rail. Theer are no cement deposits East or North of 
Edmonton, nothing South within 230 miles and nothing West 
of this side except the above proposition. 

Accompanying this report an analyses of the materials 
from the Laboratory of Thos. Heys & Son and a summarized 
estimate of the cost of construction and the probable cost of 
manufacture.

CRUELTY TO WIFE 


MUNDARE WOMAN SUES FOR DI- 
VORCE BUT FAILS TO CON-

Alleging that her husband and step- 
son had plotted to drive her from her 
home, with this object in view had

On 
fihis account, and on account of — the 
senerally contradictory nature of her 
evidence, his lordship dismissed the 
As there were many cireum- 
stances in connection wilh’ the affair 
which pointed to neglect and ill-treat- 
ment, however, the defendants were 
ordered to pay the costs of court. 

Cruelty of the most revolting Kind 
was alleged against Josef Lukasiewiez, 
husband of the plaintiff, and against 
her stepson, Viadyslow, in, the state- 
ment of claim, Mrs. Lukasiewiez is 
an elderly Ruthenian peasant woman, 
and aecording to her evidence was 
married to the defendant in Austria, 
in 1896. Trouble began in May, 1910, 
when Vladyslow eame from — British 
Columbia to live on his father's farm, 
The alleged design whereby Mrs. Luk- 
asiewiez was to be coerced into leaving 
her husband's roof, was conceived | 
shortly after Vladyslow's arrival, when 
Josef caused his quarter section to be 
transferred to his stepson, Josef is 
alleged to have treated his wife cruelly 
from the date of his son's arrival, un- 
til in January of the present year, 
after she had on several occasions been 
beaten and her life threatened, the 
plaintiff was forcilby thrown out of her 
hushand's home, and compelled — to 
Struggle through the deep snow, on a 
bitterly cold day, to ask shelter and 
thelp at a neighboring farm. 
| time before this occasion, it 
allewed, Mrs, Lukasiewiez's life 
been threatened, Vladyslow con- 
ceiving a play whereby she was first 
‘to be strangled and then thrown out 
among a buneh of range cattle.

FORMATION 


LOT IMPORTANT 


All Homes Do Not Go on a Level il 
Contour of the Property Should Be 
Considered by Designer. 


When designing a home, says Ar- 
thur C, Clausen, architect, of Minne- 
apolis, if has become customary 


through habit wilh many designers to 
consider it as being for a level city lot. 
lot is seldom consid- 
to do with the 


The grade of the

style or design of the house, much less 
diclating what that style should be. 
Still, it is a fact that the grade of a lot 
and its situation with referenee to its 
surroundings often has considerable to 
do with the proper. planning and de- 
signing of it. ‘Take, for a simple ex- 
ample, the mere fact that a house is 
on the north, south, east or west side 
of the street—that has considerable to 
do with the arrangement of the floor 
ate The living room should, of 
course, in each case face either east or 
{south in both ways if possible. This 
is why @ house faeing the north is the 
hardest to plan, A house on a corner 
lot would, of course, be planned some- 
what different from: one on an inside 
lol, sinee it has an open view on two 
streets. A northwest corner lot, giv- 
ing a south and east exposure to the 
house, is therefore the most desirable 
for a city home, 

The size of the lol, more especially 
its width, has much to do with the ar- 
rangement of the plan and right here 
the ever-good advice might be re- 
peated, ‘Never place a good house on 
a cheap lot.’ Pay a little more for 
your lot and-then wait a year longer 
if necessary before building, No mat- 
ler how complete and comfortable you 
build your home, you will in time be- 
come dissatisfied with it if the sur- 
roundings are not in keeping with it 
and your neighbors uninteresting, No 
lot should be less than forty-five feet 
wide and fifty feet would be a better 
minimum, Be sure the lot is wide 
enough to get the house you want 
on it. 

There is another class of lots found 
in suburban or fine residence — dis- 
tricts whose location have much to do 
with the planning of the home. They 
can be conveniently placed in four 
classes. The lot which slopes forward 
to the street; the lot which has a pro- 
nounced. slope from one side to the 
other; the lot which slopes downward 
from the street and the comparatively 
level lot at the top of a hill, command- 
ing a beautiful outlook over the city 
or surrounding country. ‘The hardest 
lot to design a house for of these four 
situations is the lot which slopes down- 
ward from the street. Many design- 
ers often give up in despair when try- 
ing to design a home appropriate for 
this dificult location and consider the 
design as being for a level. lot, merely 
letting the foundation be visible for 
a greater distance jn the rear than at 
the front. The problem is not, how- 
ever, a dificult one if the owner does 
not express a decided preference as .to 
what the style of the house should be, 
for a colonial or gambrel roofed house 
would never fit in a@ location of this 
kind in a becoming manner, The style 
most appropriate is the English domes- 
tic style, for this style can. be more 
easily varied and manipulated by a 
competent designer than any other. 
The English have reduced the approp- 
riateness of a home to its location to a 
fine art and from, them we can often 
obtain valuable suggestions on the pro- 
per design and location of homes, 

An Englishman's home is not the 
house—it is the house and garden— 
he needs no porch, for he lives in his 
garden when out of doors and both 
are designed together. For these rea- 
sons, an English home is also ap- 
propriate for the other two hillside 
locations mentioned. When the — lot 
slopes up from front to rear and the 
incline is not extreme, a colonial home 
ean be placed upon it if carefully de- 
siened, Of course, in each of these in- 
stances, a colonial home can be placed 
upon the lot by artificially terracing it 
to make a level lot of at least a portion 
of it, but this method should never be 
adopted except where the owner's de- 
sires are imperative or the slope is too 
steep to consider any other expedient, 

The best location for a house is a 
comparatively level lot at the crest of 
a hill, There are two things toward 
Which we Americans sepm to aspire, 
one is to gel as high in the air as 
possible and the other to cover the 
sround when travelling as fast as pos- 
sible. At present these tendencies can- 
not be consistently related sinee one 
cannot go up hill as fast as on the 


——————— 
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level, but the airship may overcome 
this obstucle. A high hill or bluff 
with a level plateau att he top and 
some easy means of ascending is ideal 
in every respect. Beshides the pleas- 
ure in the eye of distant views, the air 


is always fresh and eool, A promin- 
ence of this description gives one a 
fecling of independenee.. One is like 
the English lord, ‘‘master of all I sur- 
vey,” so far as the pleasure of sight are 
coneerned, Without a doubt the most 
appropriate and beautiful home for a 
location of this kind is a colonial house 


with a two-storey portico faced in 
the direction having the most com- 
manding view. There is something 


about a two-storey portico that makes 
ita natural part of a home in a promi- 
nent location. When one comes in con- 
tact with a portico of tall columns, he 
instinctively turns ‘to see what the 
| house is looking at.’ This is quite 
natural for were not the  columned 
temples of ancient Greece and Rome 
all built upon hills?
